A SURGICAL DISCOVERY.

A new m ethod of joining tho intes­ 
tines to the stomach In the operation 
of gnntro < ntcrotom y, used principally 
In cases of cancer, has, It is announced, 
been discovered and is expected to be 
of great service in reducing th e danger 
of the operation, says the New’ York 
trib u n e. 
So far the process h as been 
trie ti only on a dog, but it is intended 
to apply it soon to human beings. 
N ot! 
only is th** method useful in cases of ; 
forming a new union betw een the 
stomach and the intestines, b u t it has 
been used w ith success In Joining dif­ 
ferent portion# of the Intestines. 
Dogs 
on whom the operation bas been per­ 
formed have lived In perfect com fort, 
so far as could Is* ascertained, and 
when afterw ard they have been killed 
for purposes of exam ination th e union 
has been found to Is* perfect. 
As form erly performed the operation 
of joining the wall of the intestine to 
tin* wall of the stomach has not been 
wholly satisfactory In all cases. 
The 
intestine is sewed to the wall of the 
stomach, and an opening is made to 
the Inside of the stomach. 
The open­ 
ing. however, is apt to spread and spoil 
the union. 
Im provem ents on this simple form 
have been m ade by which bone plates 
are Introduced to hold the edges of the 
opening together, or a button some­ 
what like th e patent clasp on a glove, 
called M urphy’s button, is used to snap 
the intestines and stomach together. 
Afterw ard the button works out, leav­ 
ing a round hole. 
Both these method* 
have the disadvantage of introducing 
hard foreign bodies into the intestine*. 
which may work out through the wall* 
and cause 
trouble. 
Moreover, they 
sometime* have to Is* so small that 
they do not leave a large enough open­ 
ing. 
Another m ethod I* to take a stitch 
with an elastic hand Inside the circle 
of stitches joining the wall# together. 
Necrosis, or d eath of the tissues, take# 
place under this stitch, and by th e slit 
thus formed the desired opening i* pro­ 
duced, 
This, however, I# not alway# 
satisfactory, as a slit, unlike a round 
hole, ii apt to become clogged and the 
union of the w alls ofdbe intestine# and 
stomach Is sometimes imperfect. 
The new method, on which Draper 
Maury, a third year student at the Col­ 
lege of Physicians and Surgeon*, in 
New York. ha* made a number of suc­ 
cessful experiments aud which i# soon 
to be made known to the medical pro­ 
fession under the anat dees of Dr. It. F. 
Weir, i# a modification of this last 
plan. Instead of the elastic band form­ 
ing a straight line, producing a slit, the 
hand Is sewed inside the Joining stitch­ 
es to such a way as completely to shut 
off the blood supply from a small per* 
tiou of the intestine and of Hie stomach 
wall. 
Here necrosis take# place in a 
circle, with the result that a a opening 
la formed large enough to meet all re­ 
quirements and without introducing 
•olid bodle# into the intestine.

At Rapid River 


Two of the estimators who have been 
at work for the government on the 
ChipiK*wa reservation lands had a nar­ 
row escape from 
death recently on 
Rapid river, s a y s the Duluth News Tri 
bu ne. 
A party, composed of F. W . Rayburn. 
Thomas A. Bury, E J. Fulton and E. T. 
Bigelow, was coming down the stream, 
and when about three miles from the 
mouth, where the Rapid river empties 
into the Rainy river, the waters became 
very sw ift ami perilous. 
The came to a 
I>oini where it seemed necessary to por­ 
tage for a distance of eighty roils. 
The 
boat was heavy, and was carrying a 
large quantity of supplies, in addition 
to packs and blankets. 
It was decided 
that two of the men should carry the 
packs and blankets around the long 
rapids, and the other two would go 
down with the boat. 
Mr. Rayburn at 
fir-t agreed to take the boat and -ap­ 
plies down alone, but Fulton called out 
that he would go along, and they start 
ed down. 
It was a hair-raising ride 
from the start. 
The boat was steered 
by Rayburn, who is skilled in all of the 
arts of forest and stream. 
The boat 
shot by boulders, around and over which 
the water lashed itself into foam. 
It 
passed a hundred seen and unseen dan 
ger. and when well toward the end of 
the thrilling journey the boat struck a 
boulder and was upside down in an in 
stunt. 
The accident happened as they 
were approaching a deep pool of dead 
water. 
Both managed to secure foot­ 
ing, and got to the shore. 
The boat wa- 
recovered half a mile below the rapids, 
but the supplies, with tin* exception of 
a sack of oat meal and a can of con 
denned milk, were lost. 
And tin- is all 
they had to eat for a day and a half, 
when they arrived where they were able 
to secure a new outfit of supplies.

They have Inurn so kind, so hospital)!?*, 
to us. You have magnificent schools, 
ami tie* men in charge of them appear 
to me to ie* very, v?*ry ci?*ver men. 
We m arveled at the m eans you have

learning. T he agricultural experim ental 
farm s especially Interest?*?! us, for, you 
know, w e carne h?*r?* to learn about 
your m ethods o f agriculture." 
“ May I say that you ar?* leaving this 
country with impressions th a t will Im­ 
prove your knowledgi* *»f agricultural 
things in general?" th** rep?»rt< r asked. 
“ No, no; don’t say anything about 
that. 
Don't say anything about th a t at 
all," quickly answ ered Von Uluegge, 
shaking I?in

and 
holding up his hands.

preciate the hospitality the splendid 
hospitality--of the Am ericans.” 
K lttm eister Lenicke, who, besides be­
